Our favourite Camberwell comedian takes a trip to Budapest 
and comes back feeling all Disney and Claudia Schiffer 


L ast month the ancient one and myself 
jetted off to Budapest and here are just 
some of the reasons why you should go... 
Budapest is about a third cheaper than 
any other European destination. It still has its own 
currency, the Hungarian Florint, and you get a lot 
of pork for your Florint. Budapest is not the place 
for vegetarians, I’m sure you can get plenty of 
meat-free meals, but as a nation they do seem 
to like their sausage and duck. Both the old man 
and I came home three days 
later with meat goiters hanging 
from our waists. Bliss. 

In fact, suffering from 
sausage withdrawal, I found 
myself popping into Herman Ze 
German on Old Compton 
Street. Herman is a chain of 
bratwurst emporiums (there are 
two so far in Fondon, we need 
more) serving grilled wurst with 
various sauces in rolls with 
chips and/or sauerkraut and/or 
potato salad. Their slogan, ‘Our Wurst is our 
Best’, makes me give the place a silent cheer 
every time I see it. 

I tell you what else you can do in Budapest 
if meat isn’t your thing, you can swim in hot 
thermal pools. Now I am a massive fan of the 
outdoor pool, particularly if the water is bath 
temperature, and Budapest specialises in this type 
of experience. I went to the Szechenyi spa, 
situated bang slap next to the zoo, which is handy 
if you want to tick off two attractions before 
lunch (pork or duck?). Don’t forget your bathing 


hat - they’re a bit funny about hair. But then I 
suppose if you’ve got a complex labyrinth of 
pools, all with different temperatures and healing 
properties, the last thing you want is the whole 
place seizing up because of hair in the plug hole. 

Another brilliant thing about Budapest is the 
Castle Area - real Disney stuff complete with 
crenellations and turrets but without people 
dressed up as mice - what’s not to like? It’s a 
seriously pretty World Heritage Site to stroll 
around and possibly sit and 
enjoy a sausage or two. What’s 
more you can get a funicular 
train from the bottom of the 
site to the top! Now, as last 
month’s readers will attest, 

I’m a sucker for alternative 
methods of transport. Buses 
are boring. I want more cable 
cars, trams and a funicular 
- even if it just goes from 
Goose Green up to Sainsbury’s 
on Dog Kennel Hill. 

Finally, yet another reason to visit Budapest 
- at the risk of sounding utterly vile - is that the 
people are rather plain and boringly dressed 
and there were times when I felt like the prettiest 
woman on the metro. Yes, me! So basically, 
if you’re over 50 and you’ve been thinking of 
getting a little bit of cosmetic help, forget it. 
Instead do yourself a favour and nip over to 
Budapest for three days. It’ll be cheaper, 
culturally much more interesting and I promise, 
for the first time in your life, you will feel like 
Claudia Schiffer on public transport.

Actor ; author and now perfumer, there's no stopping 
Richard E Grant. Here he explains why he has a nose for things

Richard E Grant might well be Swaziland’s most 
famous export, but London is where he calls 
home. There is nothing that begins to compete 
with this city for its endless number of languages 
spoken, different types of restaurants and the 
staggering cross-section of theatre, opera, ballet, 
music, galleries, museums and cultural life,’ says 
the 57-year-old, best known for his cult role in 
Withnail And I. ‘My wife [voice coach Joan 
Washington] had a house in East Twickenham 
and we lived there for 12 years before moving to 
Petersham 16 years ago.’ 

Their home is a former Georgian rectory built 
in 1830 next door to St. Peter’s Church, with a 
walled garden. The views of Richmond Park, he 
says, give the illusion that you’re in the middle 
of the countryside, which is what made the house 
irresistible to buy. From his study - his favourite 
room in the house - there’s a beautiful view of 
Star and Garter Hill, and the area has everything 
he needs to contain his ‘relentless energy’.

Talking exclusively to us from the set of the 
new series of Downton Abbey, where he plays art 
historian Simon Bricker, Richard won’t give 
anything away in this interview. ‘Em told if I 
say anything more, my knees will be taken off,’ 
he laughs. 

The job reunites him with Julian Fellowes, 
creator of Downton. Fellowes wrote Gosford 
Park, the Oscar-winning film in which Richard 
played a footman at a stately home, but 
Downton’s not the only hit TV show Richard’s 
involved in. 

Earlier this year, he played a cameo role in the 
cult US TV show Girls. At the time, he tweeted 
to his 17,000 followers, ‘Getting cast in 
@girlsHBO by @Lena Dunham, legend in the 
making, is about as kick-arse as it gets!’ 

It took him a ‘quarter of a nanosecond to say 
yes,’ not least because he had seen every episode 
of Girls more than once thanks to his 25-year-old 
daughter, Olivia. He has since been refreshingly > 
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the big interview 



vocal of his support for Lena. ‘She’s 
smart as a whip and wise beyond 
her years, that one,’ he concedes 
with admiration. 

In the show, she cast him as 
Jasper, a fast talking coke fiend. 

‘Ever since I can remember, people 
have said, “You’re like an over¬ 
wound clock”, so going into hyper¬ 
coke mode is not the biggest stretch. 

Playing someone with a Zen-like 
character would be a challenge! ’ 

A place he used to like burning 
off this unbridled energy was 
Richmond ice-rink. ‘When it was 
demolished and replaced with 
luxury apartments, it was supposed 
to be re-located,’ he sighs. ‘Today, I’m curious as 
to why that never happened.’ The ghost of ice¬ 
rinks aside, if he didn’t live in Richmond, 
Westminster would be his home, ‘so it would be 
possible to walk everywhere’. 

Away from his busy acting and writing career, 
Richard can now add perfumer to his CV as he’s 
just launched his unisex fragrance Jack in Liberty 
(jackperfume.co.uk). ‘Since I can remember I’ve 
compulsively missiled my nose at everything in 
sight,’ he explains. ‘As a boy, I tried to make 
perfume from gardenia and rose petals in boiled 
sugar water in jam jars where I grew up in 
Swaziland. Then, two years ago whilst we were 
on holiday in the Caribbean, Anya Hindmarch 
found me with my head stuck in a gardenia bush 
and asked if I’d ever thought of making my own 
perfume, which was the catalyst.’ 

Two years later Jack was launched. The scent 
includes all of his favourite smells, including 
lime, mandarin, clove, pepper, nutmeg, vetiver 
and musk, contained in a bottle that’s sleeved 
inside a vintage style Union Jack calico bag with 


a luggage label attached to personalise. 

Concocting new perfume blends is never far 
from his mind. ‘I have plans for more and hope 
to release one every year. Like cooks who 
constantly think of combining foods, I am 
always thinking about scent blends.’ 

It’s yet another role that has contributed to 
such an unusual and wonderfully varied career. 
‘I made a toy theatre out of a shoebox with cut 
out figures stuck onto lollipop sticks when I was 
seven, attempted to make perfume at nine and 
began keeping a diary at ten. These childhood 
pursuits have all become adult “occupations”,’ 
he muses. 

‘The chances of succeeding as an actor, 
growing up in a tiny African Kingdom, seemed 
so remote that I have never stopped marvelling 
at how lucky I have been. Being able to earn a 
living writing, acting and directing has been the 
fulfilment of a childhood dream. Curiosity and 
relentless energy have always stood me in very 
good stead.’

As Made in Brixton begins filming, Elliot Tucker takes a look at the 
transformation of one of south London’s most vibrant communities

A new reality TV show 

following in the footsteps of 
Made in Chelsea and The 
Only Way is Essex is to be 
aired this autumn; and this time it’s set 
in south London. Made in Brixton will 
follow the ‘structured reality’ of its 
predecessors and look at the lives of 
people living in and around SW9. The 
idea might seem a bit out of the blue, 
but look around the area today - 
Brixton is a snapshot of modem 
London. Indie bars and coffee shops 
butt up against jerk chicken stands and 
fishmongers, young hipsters - or 
Brixsters - apologetically shuffle 
around old West Indian men in Market 
Row and a former luggage shop now 
sells cocktails against the backdrop of 
an art installation. It’s no surprise that 
someone wants to capture the 
transformation in action. 

The cornerstones of all of this are 
the covered market arcades off 
Coldharbour Lane and Atlantic Road. 
Where the Brixton Academy was once 
the main attraction, it is Brixton Village 
and Market Row that now draw in 
thousands of visitors each year. They 
are noisy, colourful and incredibly 
diverse stretches of market that bring 
together achingly cool bars and 
restaurants alongside the more 
traditional Afro-Caribbean foodstalls 
and fishmongers. During peak times, 
such as the late opening on Thursdays 
and Fridays or a Saturday afternoon, 
the area is thronging with a hotchpotch 
of visitors, residents and traders. The 
smells and sounds are closer to a North 
African souk than an English market. 

Honest serves up incredible burgers 
and rosemary chips to long queues, 
Seven turns out creative cocktails and 
tapas to a heaving crowd while 
Elephant offers Pakistani street food. 
You can get sourdough pizza at Franco 
Manca, gourmet fried chicken at 
Wishbone, homemade Thai at 
KaoSam... a seemingly endless roster 
of variety. Musicians and hawkers pop 
up here and there, adding to the 
ambience of the place. To use the word 
eclectic is a huge understatement. 

And this hasn’t gone unnoticed by 
more established brands opening or 
planning to open in the area. Spanish 
food giant Brindisa and Wahaca, the

Mexican street food experts, have 
turned their sights on Brixton, giving 
rise to the grating nickname ‘the new 
Clapham’. And away from the market 
Boqueria Tapas, on Acre Lane, is 
winning multiple awards and opening 
new sites, while the Craft Beer Co on 
Station Road is pushing the real ale 
revolution through south London. 

As ever the barometer of change lies 
in property and retail unit costs in the 
area. In the past five years prices have 
risen by almost 40%, an average 
increase of over £125,000. The average 
sale price of a Brixton property, in the 
past five years, is just under £350,000 
and the typical rent is now £l,670pcm. 

For a lot of people this change is 
something to be challenged and 
contested - and they have. Champagne 
and Fromage opened in Brixton Village 
to an inventive protest of residents 
drinking Strongbow and eating 
Dairylea. And when pop-up hot dog 


shop, Electric Dog, announced 
its opening, local forum 
urban75.net conveyed local 
feelings; ‘What is the 
distinction, between “pop-up” 
and “fly-by-night”?’ asked one 
commentator, while another 
ironically added ‘another front 
line in the continuing battle 
against gentrification’. 

Many local residents believe 
Brixton is losing its identity. 
They shun terms such as ‘new 
Hoxton’ and believe the recent 
changes are creating a bubble 
of affluence and money, driving 
the real Brixtonians out. 
Recently a social media 
campaign began in light of 
Nour Cash & Carry in Market 
Row facing a 22% rent rise. 

‘If a popular store like Nour can’t 
manage to stay open then I fear for the 
unique nature of the market. I would 
hate to see the bland chain stores take 
over as they did in Spitalfields’, 
campaign organiser Pippa Crouch said. 

When Made in Brixton airs this 
autumn it will doubtlessly show an 
area in the midst of huge change. 
Brixton is, and always has been, a 
place of change; it’s never been smooth 
and simple, but it has certainly always 
been interesting.

S tepping into Angie Pinkney’s 
semi-detached home in south 
London, you could easily be 
forgiven for thinking you were 
holidaying in Provence. A neutral 
palette of soft off-whites and grey 
complement the typical stone flooring 
favoured by many French-inspired 
homes. Antique furniture and carefully 
sourced new pieces, together with 
earthenware pots and olive jars, all add 
to the distinctive flavour effortlessly 
put together by Angie. And the garden, 
accessed through charming French 
doors, is clearly the piece de resistance 
with its pretty summer house, 
manicured borders and pots full of 
sweet smelling flowers and lavender. 

‘When I walked into the house for 
the first time 23 years ago, I looked to 
my right and I could see straight into 
the garden and I fell instantly in love 
with it,’ recalls Angie, an interior 
designer and the owner of Decara 
Home, a recently opened interiors shop 
in Battersea selling furniture and home 
accessories. ‘The house hadn’t gone on 
the market when we first saw it, so we 


were in a strong position to buy it 
but we offered slightly less than the 
asking price and the vendors said no. 
Another couple put in an offer that 
was accepted and we lost it. I was 
inconsolable. 

‘Two weeks later the sale fell 
through and this time 
I made sure we got the 
house. We moved in 
straight away as it was 
in good repair and I still 
love it just as much as 
I did the first day I saw 
it,’ explains Angie. 

Over the years Angie 
has experimented with 
different room layouts 
including changing the 
original dining room into a sitting 
room before turning it into a study but 
the biggest change has been the 
addition of a large back extension, 
which added a large open-plan room, 
and moving the kitchen into the centre 
of the house. 

‘The house has literally grown with 
the family and most of our time is 


spent in the large, airy open plan 
dining/family room overlooking the 
garden,’ says Angie. ‘It’s full of light 
and it’s where we all gather and hang 
out together. I wanted to create a space 
where we could eat and relax and 
entertain friends and in the summer 
the garden becomes an 
extension of the house. 

I love pots filled with 
flowers, big urns and 
hurricane lamps all of 
which are evident both 
inside and outside the 
house.’

bowls,’ explains Angie. 4 I’m very 
inspired by understated elegance and 
that’s why this look appeals to me so 
much. Putting things together in a way 
that’s elegant and stylish is a real 
passion of mine and I’ve recreated a 
similar environment in my shop in 
Battersea which I hope will inspire 
others. However, I’m also mindful that 
you have to be practical in a family 
home. The kitchen is quite small but 
I designed it with the family in mind 
and, as I love cooking, it had to be 
useable. Think practical for units and 
appliances and have fun with your 
accessories.’ 

As an interior designer, Angie 
sources products for her shop from 
abroad and is a regular visitor to 
France, Belgium and Marrakech. 

‘I like to find furniture and 
accessories that you can’t buy in this 
country and to then share my finds 
with clients,’ explains Angie. ‘When 
people come into my shop and fall in 
love with a piece I’ve sourced, it’s 
very rewarding. I love the feedback

I get from meeting people and I’m 
always happy to find something if 
people are looking for something 
specific. On a recent trip to Marrakech 
I discovered some amazing oversized 
urns painted in a lovely soft cream 
colour that I’ve never seen anywhere 
on my travels and I couldn’t resist 
them,’ says Angie. ‘I bought a pair for 
my own home. And a trip to France 
many years ago resulted in finding my 
treasured copper pans that I now 
display in the kitchen; invest in things 
you love and you’ll never tire of them.’ 

Despite the muted colours 
dominating Angie’s home, she does 


admit to a penchant for the occasional 
injection of colour and is not afraid to 
experiment. 

‘Bright blue, vibrant pink and bold 
orange can always lift a room but that 
doesn’t mean changing the whole 
colour scheme. Coloured flowers, 
candle holders and cushions can offer 
a different feel to your existing look 
without committing you to a total 
makeover.

TOM PARKER BOWLES 

England and France may have had a tempestuous past but 
when it comes to food, you can 'f help but feel the love 



spent a good part of my teenage 
years pounding the mean streets of 
South Kensington. Mon dieu, it was 
tough back then. You could hardly 
swagger down the Old Brompton Road 
without being bashed by some box¬ 
shouldered, Chanel-clad Grande Dame. 

Take La Brasserie. It couldn’t be more 
stereotypically French if someone dressed it in a 
striped shirt, garlanded it with onions and plonked a 
beret on its head. Waiters, dressed in black and 
white, are gloriously irascible. But the onion soup is 
hot enough to melt Cartier diamond brooches, while 
the steak tartare is a raw meat work of art. A mere 
baguette’s throw over the road is Bibendum. Head 
downstairs for a classic plateau de fruit de mer - 
crab, lobster, oysters, fat langoustines and a handful 
of sweet crevettes gris - served up on the requisitely 
battered tin tray. 

Magnifique! Upstairs is 
rather more serious, 
filled with Matthew 
Harris’ sublime French 
dishes. 

A brisk walk up 
towards Knightsbridge 

takes you to Racine, another of London’s great French 
restaurants. The chef and owner is one Henry Harris, frere 
to Matthew. I’ve eaten here dozens of times and never had 
so much as a dull bite. Proper, old school French tucker. 
Rather like Galvin Bistrot de Luxe on Baker Street. Again, 
service is slick, the room rather lovely and the menu packed 
with the likes of red onion tarte tatin and terrine of brawn 
and foie gras. 

Of course, one could fill a book on London’s proper 
French places. But space is short, so I can only pick my 
favourites. Brasserie Chavot, deep in Mayfair, pays tribute 
to the endless skills of its chef/proprietor Eric Chavot. 

Snails Bourguignon and choucroute gamie never cease to 
thrill. His great, and equally gifted friend Bruno Loubet is 
still serving up his mix of old school and resolutely modem 
at Bistrot Bmno Loubet. Don’t miss the veal kidney and 
snails and meatball Mauricette. 

Another much loved belter is Terroirs, just off Trafalgar 
Square, with their mainly natural wine list and brilliant

charcuterie. It has three 
excellent siblings too: 
Brawn in Bethnal 
Green, Soif in Battersea, 
and Green Man and 
French Horn in Covent 
Garden. Pascal 

Aussignac’s Club Gascon is now a Smithfield institution, a 
goose fat soaked taste of South West France. 

La Trompette in Chiswick and Trinity in Clapham both 
show two chefs (Rob Weston and Adam Byatt) at the very 
peak of their game. Prices are ridiculously reasonable for 
this level of cooking. Pierre Koffman remains one of the 
great Gallic masters, and Koffman’s at The Berkeley Hotel 
is proof of his mighty talent. His stuffed pig’s trotter has 
passed into culinary legend. Over at the Connaught, Helene 
Darroze shows why she’s earned two Michelin Stars. 
Always stunning. Just like at Le Gavroche, a place that still 
thrills after all these years. Just thinking about their souffle 
suissesse brings a greedy tear to my eye. 

As ever, I’ve missed out dozens more, and you’ll all have 
your favourites too. But for those with a penchant for 
French food (ie most of us), London’s not just pas mal, but 
de bon gout as well. So sante, vive La France, and all that. 
We might disagree on most things, but when it comes to the 
Capital’s Gallic gastronomy, everything’s always tres bon.

THE CAMBERWELL ARMS

I t’s only been open a few 
months, but my trip to the 
Camberwell Arms felt long 
overdue. I first heard 
murmurings of its opening from 
the team at The Crooked Well - 
another fine Camberwell gastropub 
that’s about to celebrate its third 
birthday - who were anticipating its 
opening with nervous excitement. 

After all, the more great places to 
eat in Camberwell, the better, right? And with 
news that a new cocktail bar - the Communion 
Bar - is due to open below Angels and Gypsies, 

I reckon this might be SE5’s year. 

The Camberwell Arms has been delivered by 
the same team behind the Anchor & Hope in 
Waterloo - essentially London’s first gastropub 
and a trailblazer of the no bookings policy - and 
the Canton Arms on South Lambeth Road. So 
we knew it would be good, and we weren’t 
disappointed. The staff, to start, are great. 

Relaxed, friendly, knowledgeable and attentive 
without being pesky. Heck, they even laughed 
at my jokes, which are poor at the best of times. 

And then there’s the decor. My favourite kind of 
decor, which really is no decor at all - just pub. Stripped 
wooden floors, deep magenta walls, rustic wooden tables 
and sparkly chandeliers to lift the room. 

I arrived to find my friend seated in the bar area, bottle of 
Pinot Nero (the Italian equivalent of a Pinot Noir) open and 


ready. After a catch up we 
sauntered over to the dining 
area and requested a table 
for two, except there aren’t 
really tables for two, so on 
a busy evening, you’ll 
probably be making friends. 

My friend ordered the 
potted shrimp, served with 
cucumber and a crumpet, followed by barbecued 
octopus, confit potatoes, pickled red onions and 
smoked paprika. I was insanely jealous. I wanted 
the barbecued octopus, but I have a strict 
no-doubling-up policy, and so I went for the hot 
smoked Dexter beef, jersey royals, peas, little 
gem and salad cream, preceded by the courgettes, 
Datterini tomatoes, fried Mostello (a bit like 
halloumi) and crumbs. All were delicious, but 
the starters - delicate, textured and intricately 
flavoured - had the edge though. This was my 
first Dexter beef experience. It seemed half 
way between beef steak and gammon with a 
wonderfully intense flavour (word on the street is 
the pub has its own smokehouse up on the roof), 
but it could have used a mustard sauce, I thought. 

We had intended to order dessert - rhubarb trifle and a 
tiramisu - but after summoning another bottle of Pinot Nero, 
we got lost in gossip. Oh well, there’ll be a next time...

Claire Empson, Managing Director of boutique agency Daisy Lets , 
discusses the latest trend in high-end rentals - bringing the outdoors in 


In the affluent area of Dulwich, the 
standard expected in family rental 
properties has significantly increased 
over the last few years. Smart landlords 
seeking the top level of rent have noticed 
the trend for high-spec, open-plan 
kitchen and dining spaces 
in the sales 

market and applied it to rental 
properties. 

The most popular properties 
are ones that have a bit of 
personality; whether it’s a 
feature wall, contemporary tiling 
or a tasteful granite worktop, it’s 
those touches that make it more 
special. When it comes to 
colour, Fired Earth or Farrow 
and Ball have the colour palates 
of choice for the style-conscious 
tenant, but keep it fresh and 
light. Think sophisticated, grown-up shabby chic when 
renovating any property for sale or rental in this area. We 
have a very sophisticated and artistic population in south 
London and it’s good to keep this in mind. 

It’s also desirable to flow an open-plan area through to the 
garden space to ‘bring the outside in’ and make the most of 
your outdoor space even if the weather’s dull. Bi and tri-fold 


doors used to be an unusual ‘wow’ factor, but now the ability 
to open up completely onto the garden is almost a mainstay 
of modem family life. 

It works best if the shade of your decking or patio 
matches the floor inside, especially if it’s all on the same 
level to create a sense of seamless living. If you can, a 
skylight above the dining room is another great way to beat 
the winter SAD syndrome as it 
provides further daylight where you 
spend most of your family life. 

I have been exposed to these 
trends for so long within the property 
business that when renovating my 
own home in Forest Hill, I applied 
the same principles. I’ve taken it 
a step further and added a glass 
veranda by Weinor. It’s a feature I’m 
sure we’ll see more of in the future 
as it’s the next step to creating extra 
space that can be used during wet, 
chilly weather, but still feels 
‘outdoorsy’. The doors of the veranda retract right back, 
sliding over each other, opening up the whole decking area. 

The beauty of this structure is that you generally don’t need 
planning permission and it’s much cheaper than a conservatory 
- costing around £20,000 as opposed to say £50,000. Plus, the 
whole thing could also add as much as £50,000-£100,000 to 
the value of your property, which is always a bonus!
